And, when the tide 
has ebbed, the man on the beach 
knows that beneath his feet the 
sands will lie gray and wet and 
desolate where once had been 
the madness of rushing waters.” 


Capitalism 

This gem, of purest ray serene, 
composed of equal parts of good 
writing style and economics, is 
from the current Monthly Re- 
view of the Sixth Federal Re- 
serve Bank, and the lead article 
titled, “Flood Tide,” written by 
economist Earle L, Rauber. 

At a time when ‘Freedom” 
is the watchword, it is signifi- 
cant that the Federal Reserve 
Bank economists are holding up 
a large, warning finger, asking 
that we be sure what the word 
means. ; 

‘In freedom lies both our dan- 
ger and our hope. If the econ- 
omy is looked upon as a hattle- 
ground where freedom is to be 
used by individuals, by groups, 
and by classes merely to squeeze 
the maximum selfish advantage 
from every situation and, in do- 
ing so, to outwit, to defeat, and 
to do each other down, then we 
indeed run the risk of bringing 
economic catastrophe down up- 
on our heads. 

‘But the free capitalistic econ- 
omy is not a battleground, even 
though it is by nature competi- 
tive, for conflict and competition 
are not the same thing. Since 
this system rests upon freedom 
as its fundamental premise, the 
most obvious common sense de- 
mands that freedom be exercised 
by all groups and classes in co- 
operation with each other, not 
in conflict. Only thus can the 
success, or, indeed, the survival, 
of the system be assured.” 


Meaning 


This point was the essence of 
President Eisenhower’s declara- 
tion on farm policy. The rigid 
price supports of today will be 
“faithfully” executed until they 
expire in 1954. 

‘“‘But,”’ he said, new legisla- 
tion should be developed which 
will “permit -desirable shifts in 
production and that will en- 
courage farmers themselves to 
use initiative in meeting chang- 
.{ng economic conditions.” 

That means a ‘‘flexible’’ pro- 
gram which will cause the farm- 
er to shift production and not 
go on growing potatoes, for ex- 
ample, when there is a glut of 
them, merely because the sup- 
port price makes them profit- 
able. 

Any attempt to bring on a 
flexible program of support— 
which will be wide enough to 
enable the farmer to feel de- 
cline and demand—will bring 
howls and congressional! battles. 

But, conflict and competition 
are not the samething. And in- 
deed it is true that only by 
common-sense co-operation can 
we do the necessary job of mak- 
ing our capitalistic economy 
work—and continue to produce 
an expanding result. 

Therefore, if the farmer is to 
be subject to a flexible support* 
program, industry must not 
make a battleground of the com- ° 
petitive system, but must indeed 
make its tariffs flexible so that 
what the farmer buys in goods 
and services will be in parity 
with his income. ee

National news was, on the whole, 
good Tuesday as it came from the con- 
tinually turning grist mills of life. 

Communist leaders, convicted after 
a lengthy trial, in which the defense 

“had every opportunity and could not 
complain of discrimination, showed a 
great lack of enthusiasm for exchang- 
ing their sentences for possible depor- 
tation to Russia, to whom their loyalty 


. has been given and their own country 


betrayed. They chose jail. 

The Congress was enthusiastic about 
repudiating “secret” deals made with 
«the Russians at Yalta and at Potsdam. 
We fully share the anger directed at 
Russia for her violation of the agree- 
“ments made there and for her betrayal 
of them and her pledged word. 

But, enthusiasm, while a fine thing, 
must be tempered with caution and 
reflection. This country was demand- 
ing that American lives be saved, and 
the concessions granted the Soviets at 
Yalta, which she has exploited beyond 
agreement, were for the specific pur- 
pose of bringing her into the war 
against Japan. The decision to drop 
the atomic bomb was made to hasten 
the end of the war—to save lives. Gen- 
eral Eisenhower himself made decisions 
which have not worked out well be- 
cause of Russian inability to keep their 
pledged word. 

The Congress should not establish a 
precedent which, in the future, would 
make it difficult for a commander in 
the field to make a decision, and which 
would tie the hands of negotiating com- 
mittees of the future. 

By all means, let us rebuke the Rus- 
sian doublecross. 

But, let’s not act without due de- 
liberation iff which all aspécts are con- 
sidered. 

The Congress also reflected some 
worry that Chiang Kai-shek might use 
his new freedom to draw us into war. 
There isn’t much doubt but that he’d 
like to do just that. Only a war—and 
a successful one—can completely bail 
out Chiang. | 

But, he is in a position, on the Is- 
land of Formosa, where he can hardly 
pull us in. 

That will be up to the Russians and 
Chinese. 

They may try to bring us in by al- 
lowing Russian submarines to, attack 
our fleet. They’d be sure to call them 
North Korean subs. We think the na- 
tion might well be prepared to face. 
such a possibility if, and when, Chiang 
tries a major raid. 

But that’s a Russian decision. It 


illustrates how the emphasis has shift- 


ed. It is the Russians who must now 
make decisions which have unknown 
results. They must take the risk of 
such aggression.

Good for Georgia? 


Attention is called to an editorial 
from the Memphis Commercial Appeal 
reprinted elsewhere on this page dis- 
cussing a proposed Tennessee state law 
that would guarantee four cents a gal- 
lon profit on gasoline to all service sta- 
tion operators. 

How far can such legislation be car- 
Will the states finally be asked 
to guarantee prices of everything from 
lollipops to baby diapers? 
Georgia we guarantee the.prices of 
milk and cigarettes by law. 


The discussion brings us back to the 
“fair trades” or “antimonopoly” bill 
that has been recommended for passage 
by House Judiciary Committee No, 2 
of the Georgia Legislature. While un- 
derstanding the motivation that prompt- 
ed Rep. Willis Conger to introduce the 
measure, we again must question the 
effect, even of the revised version. 

Rep. William H. Key, of Jasper, de- 
clares the bill, although designed to 
keep “big business” from strangling 
the state’s “small business,” would be 
“like using an atomic bomb on two or 
three soldiers.” He pointed out that it 
would discourage the new business that 
Georgia seeks to attract and that there 
is “nothing in the bill to keep it from 
applying to any merchant or filling sta- 
tion operator in Georgia who wished to 
lower a price to meet conditions of an 
area or for competitive purposes.” 

In other words, the bill could stifle, 
not encourage, competition that bene- 
fits business and the consumer. Rep. 
Ham? Lokey has called it a case of 
“burning down the house to kill ‘the 
rats.” 

We sympathize with Rep. Gonier’s 
desire to aid and protect the small busi- 
nessman. We do not believe that his 
bill will accomplish that purpose and 
that the reverse would be true. We 
hope the Legislature will consider care- 


fully before passing a measure they - 


will later regret.

They mean the beginning of 
Nationalist raids by air that can break up 
the north-south rail line in China and 
weaken the Communist supply line to Indo- 
china and force a diversion of air units as 
well as troops of the Communist armies 
from the Korean theater to defend the long 
Chinese coast. Many successful raids have 
already taken place. 

The President’s address to Congress had 
in it some pointed warnings to Europe, too. 
It was a plea for unity and an integrated 
alliance. Loud applause came from both 
Democrats and Republicans when the 
President said: 

“For the United States, this means that, 
as a matter of common sense and national 
interest, we shall give help to other na- 
tions in the measure that they strive ear- 
nestly to do their full share of the common 
task.’”’ 


This is ‘a fateful prediction. Some Eu-° 


ropeans will not like it, especially those 
who think American aid is a one-way 
street—all in the direction of Europe with 
no corresponding sense of responsibility for 
the proper defense of that continent. 


The most important pronouncements in 
the speech were veiled in guarded lan- 
guage. Mr. Eisenhower used what Wood- 
row Wilson used to call the ‘implicit’ 
rather than the ‘‘explicit’’ approach. But 
there can be no doubt what the President 
meant when he said he would ask Congress 
soon to adopt a resolution repudiating any 
“secret understandings of the past with 
foreign governments” which permit the en- 
slavement of peoples anywhere. This re- 
fers to the Yalta Agreement and the un- 
derstandings whereby Soviet Russia ac- 
quired certain rights in the Pacific Islands 
close to Japan and also to rights Russia 
has claimed in Manchuria. It certainly re- 
opens a lot of questions for the peace table 
if. the.*‘cold war’’ ever comes to a nego- 
tiating stage.

The areas of 
conflict were visible in 
the reaction to his ad- 
dress while he was 
talking face-to-face with 

, Congress, which was 
evidence of previously taken positions that 
are contrary to the President’s own views. 


If he intends to carry through with his 
challenges, he has laid the groundwork for 
some rough going eventually with his party 
leadership in Congress. It was not plain, 
however, how far the President intends to 
push his program. 

An example is the reciprocal trade pro- 
gram for lowering tariff barriers. After 
recommending extension .of the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements Act, which expires June 
30, he then went on to say that this ‘‘must 
not ignore legitimate safeguarding of do- 
mestic industries, agriculture and labor,” 
That last sounds redsonable enough, except 
that it can be séized by foes of the recip- 


rocal trade program—high-tariff advocates . 


concentrated in the Midwest and about 
Senator Taft—who contend that the pro- 
gram does not safeguard such interests, 


The. President got his most enthusiastic 
reaction, a whooping chorus of cheers from 
the Republican side of the aisle, when he 
announced his new and big adventure in 
foreign policy. . This is withdrawal of our 
fleet from Formosa and the official] sanc- 
tion from us thereby for Chiang Kai-shek’s 
operations against the Chinese Communists. 
The President thus yielded to the policy 
long espoused byGen. Douglas MacArthur 
and his disciples in Congress and outside, 
which has been opposed as a commitment 
in‘a Chinese mainland war that may lead 
us far beyond our depth in time. 

The President courted a fight from many 
conservatives in his party in his stand for 
continuation of the natural resources con- 
servation program inaugurated 50 years ago 
by President Theodore Roosevelt and ex- 
panded so broadly under the New Deal and 
Fair Deal. He said this calls for a strong 
federal program, for completion of soundly 
planned projects already started, and for ~

a “‘partnership with states and local 'com- 
munities and private individuals,’’ which 
could be exploited by the wreckers and

When the Fire Bell Rang, Everyone 
In Town Ran, Whooped and Hollered 


For his birthday he got one of these 
little sets you glue together to make an old- 
fashioned automobile or buggy or covered 
wagon. His was a fire truck, of about 1915 
vintage, and when he finally had the thing 
stuck together, with ladders and lanterns 
in place along the sides, and the little hose 
all neatly coiled, I held the thing there in 
my hand, thinking of things that happened 
long ago. 


Nothing that happens to a man in boy- 
hood, -I suppose, lingers so long as the 
sound of the firebell ringing on a winter 


night, and the rush 
of running feet in the 
street, and the shout- 


ing, and the leap of red 
fire into the black sky, 
and the sound of ¢crack- 
ling flames, and «the 
gush of heat and the 
wild confusion of a vol- 
unteer fire department, 
trying to fight a fire. 
In my days as a re- 
porter I covered many , 
great fires, in which huge buildings burned, 
and people died, or were narrowly rescued 
from death. But none are so memorable 
as those from, my boyhood, when some 
frame house on a quiet side street burst 
into flames and the whole town came, run- 
ning and hollering to fight the flames. 


In my time, in my town, we had a fire 
engine that looked like a two-horse wagon 
with a motor on the front. It would run 
about 18 miles an hour wide open, and the 
greatest ambition of my life, and of every 
small boy, was to ride the engine to a 
fire, clanging the bell and blowing the 
siren. But no matter how fast we kids ran 
when the firebell rang, the grown-up fire- 
mén would kick us off. ‘“‘Y’all pull the 
hose cart,” they would yell, taking off in a 
roar of sound and a swirl of dust. 

The hose. cart was neither horse-drawn 
nor motorized. It had leather loops along the 
pole and there was room for three boys on 
each side. It was light, and they kept the 
axles well greased, and it would roll like 
lightning. The only trouble was stopping it 
when we got to the fire. 

We'd come tearing down the road with 
the hose cart flying and before we coyld 
stop we’d be a quarter mile past the fire. 
Then we'd turn it around and start back, 


+ 


running like mad, and we’d go 200 yards 
past again. I’ve run past a fire three or 
four times before we could get the hose 
cart stopped. 

There was always sdmething funny at a 
fire that the whole town could talk about 
the next day. I remember seeing folks 
carefully tote feather beds and quilts and 
pillows and other unbreakable materials 
down from thé second sfory of a burning 
house while others were happily throwing 
out of upstairs windows mirrors and wash- 
bowls and pitchers and chamber pots and 
other fragile articles that smashed to 
pieces when they hit. 

I remember a fellow climbing up on the 
comb of a house to cut a hole in the roof 
so they could put the hose on an attic fire. 
He made a great swipe at the roof'and the 
axe flew into the crowd and nearly brained 
a spectator. He had a certain fame there- 
after as the only man in the world who 
couldn’t hit a house with an axe while 
sitting on top of it. , 

I Zained a, little unwelcome notoriety 
of my own attempting to rescue valuables 
from a two-room shanty. The only thing 
left unremoved was the light fixture, 
hanging from the ceiling in the middle 
of the room. So, being about 11. years old 
and foolish, I rushed in and ‘grabbed the 
cord and gave a mighty jerk, thinking to 
save the bulb and shade, and the ceiling 
fell in on my head. 

Not long after, bravely fighting a fire 
at Mr. B. Sharps’ house, I sought to rescue 
a churn sitting on a high back porch. Il 
grabbed the rim to pul? it off and in my 
eagerness turned it upside down on my 
head. It was the churn in which Mr. Sharp, 
a frugal man, kept the swill for his pigs. 
Fortunately, as soon as they got the fire 
out, Mr. Cliff Ward, the volunteer fire 
chief, turned the hose on me s0 I could go 
home. 

So far as I know, in all the years I fol- 
lowed the engines and ran with’ the hose 
cart and threw furniture out windows and 
rescued chickens and pigs, we never saved 
a single house from burning to the ground. 
But we tried. And I’ve often wondered 
which was the deepest emotion we felt— 
the urge to help a neighbor in distress, or 
the simple wild excitement of going to a 
fire at which there were no. ropes or police 
cordons and every man and boy alike.was 
free to fight it in any way he pleased.

perience was new. So it is in Génesis that 
we encounter the story of man’s first sin. 
It is not without significance that man’s 
first sin was. against God, for oll sin, 
whether of the flesh or 3 :

Soon after their 
creation, Adam and 
Eve broke faith with 
God by eating, against 
the Lord's command, 
from the Tree of Life. 
Man’s second sin 
was against his fellow 
man. When Cain in 
wrath slew his brother : 
Abel, a man for the first time viciatod his 
trust with other men. That Cain slew his 
brother does not make the crime any more 
of a crime than if he had slain a stranger, 
for spiritually all men are brethren and 


any crime against our kind is a violation 


of our essential fraternity. 


The Lord appeared to Cain, even as he 


had appeared to his parents 18 or 20 years 
earlier, and asked for an accounting. 
‘‘Where is thy brother?’’ God asked. Cain, 
conscious of his guilt, replied, ‘“‘Am I my 
brother’s keeper?’’ We who are more often 
sons of Cain than sons of Abel in our be- 
havior try as desperately and with much 
the same kind of stam and whimsy to 
avoid the searching eyes of the Lord. 


Since that early hour in human history 
the name of Cain has been anathema. No 
loving parent names a new-born child 
Cain, even.as none names a child Judas, 
But what was the ‘‘sin of Cain?’’ His sin 
was murder, of course. But did Cain plan 
to ‘“‘murder’” Abel? Did he know what 
murder was, or what the consequences 
would be? 


Mankind before that evil moment had 
not experienced death, and I think it fair 
to suggest that Cain did not plan to kill his 
brother. But sin which destroys man’s re- 
lationship to God also destroys his relation- 
ship with his neighbor. Cain’s sin was 
more a sin of the heart than a sin of the 
hand. His sin had an inner source. His 
heart harbored ill-will, anger and jealousy 
and from that inner corruption came out- 
ward destruction. 


Centuries after Cain, Christ was asked, 
‘‘Who is my neighbor?’’ He answered the 
question with the beloved parable of the 
Good Samaritan. The story of Cain is 
about brothers, but the parable concerns 
brothers also. Cain in speaking to the 
Lord renounced all responsibility for 
Abel. ‘Jesus in this parable laid upon the 
hearts of every man the burden of every 


, other man.

down. It was the longest of many long runs that day, but 
as the game rocked on it wds lost in a welter of scoring. 
Georgia was engaged in breaking Baptist hearts that afternoon. 
The gates of mercy were shut while Charley Trippi, Johnny 
Rauch ue friends unraveled Furman University, 70-7. There had 
. been some slight local inclination in 
2 Greenville, S. C., toward a Furman 
pset. This inclination had been dispelled 
-by halftime, an event marked in the 
‘Georgia dressing room that day by 
‘Wally Butts’ famous waterbucket drop- 
we kick. He was leading about 40-0, but

For Johnny Griffith, however, the 
day was supremé.

“But we had to play somebody. It just costs us money to take 
long trips to play other junior colleges. We could go into Mississippi, 
but that would be plain murder. Those junior colleges over there 
are always loaded. I’ve got only one game scheduled for next sea- 
son, and I don’t know where the rest are coming from.” 


SGC’s most storied athlete of recent seasons was turned 
out into the big pasture just this week. Square-cut Johnny 
Lipsey, Georgia prep back of the season in 1950, caught a bus 
for Texas Tech, where the idea is that he will be a natural 
split-T quarterback.

Declining to guess the num- 
ber of names, Fortson said the 
records covered 100 lineal feet 
of film.

a ‘“‘classless 


Fortune Magazine has just completed a survey which shows 
that there are at least 10 social classes and subclasses in the 
modern Soviet “classless society” with great contrasts in income, 
educational opportunity and living standards. 


They thought they could outdo a democracy in leveling the 
classes but they have apparently just torn down all the old 
classes and set up a flock of new ones. Fortune mentions the 
*‘Dacha Set,’”’ to which Soviet factory managers seem to belong. 
The factory manager has an income after taxes of about 30 times 
that of an unskilled worker in his plant, he has two homes,_his 
country villa (or ‘“‘dacha’’) and his house or apartnient in town, 
a governess for his children or private schools, after which they 
are exempt from the labor draft, carefully married to their 
“social equals’? and in line to inherit Papa’s fortune (taxed at 


not over 10 per cent.) 


On the other hand, unskilled workers in the plant live in 3 


tenements, crowding into one-room flats, sharing ‘the kitchen and 


bath with three other families. 


The elite in Russia seems to consist of top government offi- 
eials, directors of the industrial combines and the bigger factories, 
senior officers of the armed forces, secret police and favored 


scientists, artists, writers. 


It’s a fascinating story but it will come as no surprise to us 
Americans who have always taken classes for granted. The dif- 
ference is that under our system class distinctions are flexible 
and fluctuating. In some sections of the country money sets the 
boundaries. In others, particularly. in old-South Southern cities, 
family background and prestige call the tune: 
| Long ago I wondered how class lines were drawn in Atlanta 
and an old settler told me: “It’s one city where money and 
family are nice to have but not all-important. A great deal de- 
pends upon personal ability and charm.”
